national house of representative* has 
under consideration, 
a post 
check 


currency bill, so termed, the object of 
which we take to be—we have not 
seen the bill in print—to furnish a 
more convenient means of transmit- 
ting small sums by mail than is af- 
forded by the present clumsy, intri- 
cate and absurd money order system. 
The third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral appeared before the committee 
a day or two ago, and gave the pro- 
nosed post check, system a strong en- 
Jorsement. He said:

the postal notes. 


The postal note was by far tie most 


simple and convenient 
method 
of 


sending small sums by mail that this 
country has ever had. If a 
person 


wished to send any sum. from one 
cent up to J4.99, through the 
mail, 


and had the amount be wished to 
send and three cents additional—the 
three cents extra -was charged for 
each postal cote, without regard to 
its amount—all he had to do was to 
buy a postal note at any postomoe, 
put it in a letter and mail it, and the 
recipient presented it at any 
post- 


office he pleased and "received its face 
value, without question and without 
having to be identified or go through 
any rigmaiole of any kind. 


We remember that at the time the 


postal note was discarded the depart- 
ment said the nerw-fangled money or- 
der would be safer. It ought to be; it 
is more than a hundred 'Jmes as in- 
convenient. But we do not remember 
having ever heard of any complaint 
an the part of the public from the 
use of postal notes, nor by the govern 
ment either, and the cheap and handj 
notes were sent through the mails tc 
'he amount of millions of 
dollars 


every year. 


If the post check will be anything 


near as convenient and serviceable 
as the old postal note was, in the 
name of common sense let us have it, 
quick.

The most serious fire of the year, 


up to date, occurred on Monday in 
a two story dwelling bouse at No. 6 
Green street. The alarm was sound- 
ed from box nine shortly after eleven 
o'clock and was promptly answered 
by the chemical, the other engines 
following in a few moments. 


When the firemen reached 
the 


scene the flames were already burst- 
ins out through the roof and as the 
house is an old one and not in the 
best of repair, it looked as if it would 
be hard work to save it.

under* control, but the blaze was a 
stubborn one and the order for th« 
ringing of the "all out" signal was 
considerably delayed. 


Th-e fire swept completely through 


the upper story, burning away 
the 


oartition walls, destroying the furni- 
ture and badly damaging the 
outer 


walls, as well. The roof, too, was al- 
most completely destroyed. 


The cause of the fire was a defec- 


tive chimney. It started oa the roof, 
on the side toward the railroad sta- 
tion, and had gained much headway 
before the fire department was sum- 
moned. The flames were first seen by 
sotne men working nearby, who en- 
deavored to extinguish 
them 
with 


water from buckets, but their efforts 
had little effect. 


The furniture in, the lower part 


of the house was. much damaged by 
fhe floods of water poured into the 
building, but the fire was confined to 
the upper portion. 


The house is the property of Dr. 


Johnson of Kittery and his loss is 
Cully covered by insurance. 


Two families had quarters in. the 


building, that of Edward Miles occu- 
oying the tenement on the 
second 


floor and that of Orrin Russ th-e first 
floor tenement. 


The total loss was probably some- 


what less than $1000.

The Ancient Glory Of One Of Ports- 


mouth'* Historic Buildings. 


Washington's natal day was fitting- 


ly observed in this city by the New 
Hampshire society. Sons of the Rev- 
olution, by the placing of a commem- 
orative tablet on the old Assembly 
house on Vaughan street. The tablet 
is inscribed as follows: 


Assembly House. 


Built In 1730. 


Washington Attended A 
Reception 


Here, Nov. 3, 17S9 
Remodelled In 1838. 


The New Hampsnire Society. Sons 


of the Revolution. Places, this 


Tablet, Feb. 22, 1903. 


In connection with fastening 
the 


tablet on the building simple but in- 
teresting exercises were held. Rev. 
Henry E. Hovey, president of the so- 
c.ety, 
made appropriate remarks, 


touching on the life of Washington 
and the most important episodes of 
his career and patriotic hymns were 
sung. 


The Assembly house is one of the 


most important buildings in this city. 
from a historical point of view, anil 
the Sons of the Revolution ha\e con- 
ferred a distinct benefit in suitably 
marking it. It was built by Michael 
Whidden and was a fashionable gath- 
ering place for 
seventy 
years 
or 


more. Balls, musical: festivals and 
dramatic entertainment^ were held 
there and on several occasions relig- 
ious services were also conducted. 
At one time, also it was used as a 
school room. 


The reception which was honored 


by the presence of Washington was 
an affair ot "great splendor" anrt the 
diary of the great soldier and states- 
man describes it as one of the finest 
halls in the United States 


Lafayette was also a guest at a 


ball given in this historic house 


The house was remarkable, accord- 


ing to the description of it given by 
Mrs. Ichabod Goodwin, for "the abun- 
dance and variety of wood carvings,' 
and an oil painting from the brush 
of Granet "was exhibited in the back 
room and covered one side of the 
wall" It was a painting which ad 
ded much to the fame of its artist. 
Mrs. 
Goodwin wrote in 1870 that "it 


was destroyed by fire in St 
Peters- 


burg many jears ago." 


The assembly room proper was in 


the second story, its dimensions being 
sixty by thuty feet It ceased to be 
used for a public hall in 1820, when 
Franklin, now Freeman's hall, was

ing for its' accommodation should be so 
planned that it shall be in no way 
inferior to the structures erected by 
great financial organizations in the 
centers of American trade.

At finrt tbe promoters of tbe 
feast Intended to ignore official warn- 
ing* and hold their banquet at al) haz- 
ards, bnt when they round that tbe 
dining ball bad been seized and indi- 
vidual warnings sent to all tbe guests 
they concluded to yield to superior 
force. 


Later cable advices bring informa- 


tion as to tbe nature of tbe resolutions 
which It was proposed to introduce at 
tbe dinner, which undoubtedly fur- 
nishes tbe explanation of tbe govern- 
ment's interference. Here are some of 
tbe demands which -were to nave been 
made: (1) It is necessary that tbe sys- 
tem of preventive censorship should be 
absolutely and completely abolished; 
(2) a complete change is necessary in 
tbe system by which tbe government 
is able to Inflict punishment on tbe 
press by administrative order; (S) 
breaches of law committed by press or- 
gans should be brought before a public 
and independent court of law; (4) it is 
necessary that tbe press should have 
the legal right of discussing freely so- 
cial questions; (5j no concession should 
be necessary for tbe establishment of 
any organ of tbe press in any lan- 
guage; (6) tbe inviolability of copyright 
should be guaranteed by law; (7) the 
system by which publishers are re- 
quired to deposit caution money should 
be abolished. 


In our own country, where the press 


is fry to give utterance to anything it 
chooses short of downright treason 
and criminal libel, these demands 
would not be considered at all unrea- 
sonable, bnt it is quite another thing in 
autocratic Russia. Tbe Russian editors 
should at least h*ve waited until after 
dinner before'" framing their resolu- 
tions. 


A New Jersey pastor has been dls->, 


missed by bis congregation on the 
ground that he was masquerading un- 
der a false name. The man's defense 
was that his surname is Dammes, and 
he dropped it because when properly 
pronounced it did not sound well for 
a clergyman.

If certain legislators of Minnesota 


have their way, the time honored Joke 
about tbe "quart" strawberry box 
which holds eleven berries and the 
peach basket with tbe false bottom 
half way down will go out of commis- 
sion in the larger cities of that com- 
monwealtb. 


There is a proposition before the leg- 


islature to abolish the customary meas- 
ures of the vegetable sellers in cities of 
over 50,000 inhabitants, which means 
Minneapolis, St Paul and Duluth. 
Henceforth, if the pending bill be- 
comes a law, green apples, beets, car- 
rots, parsnips, Irish potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, white turnips, onions and to- 
matoes ore to be sold by the pound, 
and it will be illegal to sell them in 
any other way. A bushel must always 
weigh sixty pounds, no matter how 
many or how few rutabagas it con- 
tains. 
, 


There seems to be no good reason 


why all vegetables in all parts of tbe 
country should not be sold by weight 
Instead of measure or package. This 
would give the buyer just what was 
paid for, and tbe seller would get pay 
for just what be sold. It would do 
away with the many picayunish frauds 
practiced In this branch of trade. These 
frauds, are usually too insignificant for 
more man passing notice, but they are 
none the less annoying, besides being 
somewhat expensive to peoplo -who 
would have honest standards of deal- 
ing even in small things. 


A bill has been introduced in the

watering of stock of street railroad 
corporations.

Idea prevailed that it was "cheaper to 
kill than to maim a man." In a con- 
stitutional provision adopted in New 
York a few years ago it was declared 
that— 


To* right of action now existing to re- 
cover domaccs for injuries resulting- in 
death shall never be abrogated, and the 
amount recoverable shall not be subject 
to statutory ftmUatlon. 


The states which limit tbe amount 


recoverable for death caused by negli- 
gence or default and tbe limitations im- 
posed by them are: 


Massachusetts, not more than 15,000 nor 
less than $500 (application of the statute 
restricted to common carriers); Minne- 
sota..

Pennsylvania also has a "no limit"

"no limit" law applicable only to per- 
sons not Injured as employees. 


Many of tbe states surrounded their 
death liability" laws with special and 
often peculiar provisions, some of them 
restrictive in character and some de- 
cidedly tbe other way. In many in- 
gtances death liability laws are modi- 
fied by acts denning tbe liability of 
various classes of employers for tbe 
death of on employee from an injury 
received in service. 


Where instant death does not occur 


it is the common practice in some 
states, which have the limit of $5,000, 
for damages to be awarded in large 
sums on account of prolonged suffering 
and incapacity for work and also In 
consideration of the future earning ca- 
pacity of tbe plaintiff had he not been 
injured. 


In New Jersey the amount collecti- 


ble is not limited by statute, and if the 
same liberal policy is pursued by the 
courts in death claim cases brought be- 
fore them growing out of the recent 
disaster near Weatfield as prevailed in 
the adjudication of tbe Park avenue 
tunnel cases by the New York courts 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey or 
its allied company, the Reading, will 
have a heavy bill of damages to pay. 
At the rate of $62,000 the twenty-two 
deaths caused by the Jersey Central 
wreck would cost the company $1,426,- 
<}00, quite a large price to pay for a 
broken boiler injector, which tbe dying 
engineer of the express train declared 
to have been the cause of tbe collision. 


Perhaps when the policy which has 


just been established in New York is 
extended to all the states the public 
demand for safer railroad transporta- 
tion will be heeded by the companies 
as a matter of self defense. 


At the recent meeting of the direct- 


ors of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion Chairman Gary announced that 
the constituent companies of the trust 
have on their books contracts for 
5,500,000 tons of iron and steel prod- 
ucts. 
Such a remarkable statement 


shows the prosperous condition of the 
iron and steel industry, for it must be 
borne in mind that tbe independent 
companies arc also participating in the 
distribution of contracts. 


It may sound much like killing tbe 


goose that lays the golden eggs, but 
there is much force in the proposition 
before congress to kill off all the seals 
on the Pribilof islands if Great Britain 
refuses to negotiate for a new treaty to 
preserve tbe fisheries. The starving of 
the young seal continues, and some- 
thing to better conditions should be ac- 
complished or tbe business brought to 
an end.

Leaving out the speculator and taking into account only 
those seeking honest investment, ten times more money, to pay 
the least, has been sunk in farm mortgages, suburban lots, patent 
rights, buying and selling grain, cotton and other commodities, 
where no corporate shares were dealt in or even existed, than was 
ever lost on account of the fictitious or excessive issue of cor- 
porate securities.
